JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 2%2.—Gov. 


Hadley. on his return to the city today 
after a four days’ absence on a hunt- 
ing trip in Taney County, when asked if 
he would make reply to the charge of 
extravagance made against his admin- 
istration by Senator Stone in his speech 
here last Thursday night, said:

Kate Erder he has been giving his wife 
imjections of a combination of powerful 
poisons, one of which is morphine. 

He dramatically denied the official 
accusation that he is trying to kill‘his 
wife and explained that his statement 
that she’ would never live to return to 
St. Louis was intended to convey the 
idea that the excitement caused by the 
charges made against her might result 
in her death. 

Affidavit . 

The affidavit found in, ane Probate 
Court directly contradicts the statement 
made by Mrs. Doxey immediately after 
her, arrest that she was never married 
to Erder and that he-made her the bene- 
ficiary in his life insurance policies be- 
cause she nursed him after his wife 
deserted him. 

The affidavit was ‘canal before George 
Brand, Clerk of the Probate Court, 
July 16 last, six days after Erder’s 
death. This was at the time when, ac- 
cording to statements by Mrs. Doxey

RE BLOWN UP 
BY BLACK HAND 


Italians :Are Believed to 
Be Dead in Ruins at 
Danville, Ii. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
DANVILLE, Ill, “Nov. 23.—Six build- 


ings were completely. wrecked, 2% par- 


itlally wrecked, windows destroyed in 


more thdn one hundred, houses and plate 
glass shattered in haifia hundred busi- 
ness houses, as the result of a dynamite 
explosion in the fruit and wine house 
of Joseph Mascari, 1, College. street, 
shortly before 12 o’clock last night. 

That it was a black hand plot to de- 
stroy- Mascari there.is no doubt, as the 
police this morning found a dynamite 
fuse and guncotton two squares away 
from the wrecked section of the city. 

_ Four Believed to Be Dead. 

It is beHeved that tliere are four Ital- 
ians dead ‘in the ruins’ of the buildings. 
The police are clearing away the debris 
to get the bodies. ~ ‘ 

Fire started: immédiately after. the ex- 
plosion © and this rétarded fhe work of 
the police, but Tuesdey afternoon the 
flames. wero ‘under’ contfol. 

The loss will reach fully $75,000. 

The Mayor’ tonight will ask the City 
Coaincil to,offer a réward of $1000 for the 
apprehension of the dynamiters. It is 


thought that Mascari knows their. iden- 


tity but fears to name them on account 
of threats they have made. :

Grop-' 
ing her way to. Mrs. DeArmond’s bed- 
side, Mrs. Clark hurriedly awakened 
the Congressman’s wife and literally 
dragged her from the room, There was 
no time to think of aiding those in the 
other part of the house. 

Urging her mother down the stairway, 
the younger woman with difficulty suc- 
ceeded in reaching the street door and 
opening it. The two had sca 
reached the door when Mrs. DeArmond 
fainted, and it was necessary to carry 
her into the yard to save her from the 
flames. 

Mrs. Clark suffered a burned hand, 
maintained ~her composure and 
helped to administer to her mother. 
The home of Congressman DeArmond 
was situated across the street from 
that,of James A. DeArmond, one of his 
three sons. By the time Mrs. Clark and 
her mother had reached a safe place, 
neighbors and the firemen were gather- 
ing. 

The flames by this time entirely en- 
veloped the big house, shooting from 
every window, and to have entered the 
building would have been 
dangerous.

volving $25,000 was discovered, and 13 
indictments, charging forgery, were re- 
turned against him. There were Il 
charges of first degree forgery and two 
charges of second degree forgery.

“A week prior: to: Nov. 14 he told. me 
he was sick, and he kept his room 
for seven days. He said he was very 
sick, but he didn’t send for a doctor.

“On Nov. 14 he got up and said he 
felt so badly he was going to Alexian 
Brothers Hospital. I have not seen 
him since. 

“No black-headed Tom Kane ever lived 
at my house. The red-top is the only 
Tom Kane I know.’ 

But if “Red Mike” Kane started for 
the hospital, he was sidetracked on the 
way, for a black-haired Tom Kane ar- 
rived there in his stead on the same 
day. 

When the witnesses were instructed to 
report in Judge Shie'd’s court, Alex. Lp- 
stein, the State’s main witness against 
Kane, appealed to Assistant Circuit 
Attorney Dyer for police protection. 

“IT am afraid to leave the courtroom 
alone,’’ said Epstein, who is not related 
to Kane’s bondsman. 

Detective John McMullen was detailed 
to escort Epstein to safety. He is a 
shoemaker, living at 8083 Morgan street, 
and was an election official at the booth 
in which Kane is alleged to have voted 
illegally. 


Two Kanes at Hospital. 

At the time Kane was to be in court 
Monday to answer the ballot fraud 
charge, a stranger gave a note to the 
Judge, purporting to show that Kane 
was in the hospital, and signed by 
“Henry W. Gibbs, M. D., per Brother 
Pius Egan.” On Assistant Circuit At- 
torney Dyer’s protest, the Judge sent 
deputies to the hospital to arrest Kane.

The hospital records show ‘Thomas 
Kane” entered Nov. 14, gave his age a8 
40 years, residence at $20 North Broad- 
way and his ailment as rheumatic gout. 
It is asserted “‘Kane” said he was @ 
deputy constable, and when his ‘history 
was repeated in a ward, “Kane” gave 
his name as John. It is further de- 
clared ‘‘Kane’’ left the hospital for halt 
an hour after the deputies had found 
him ‘‘too sick to appear in court.”’ 

“My name is really Thomas. W. 
Kane,”’ said the black-haired patient at 
the hospital Tuesday to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. “I Was a deputy constable 
under Mike Kinney a year ago. I lived 
at 920 North Broadway for some time 
and left last spring. I never met ‘Red 
Mike’ Kane. 

“T don’t know who the man was who 
came here with me, and I don’t know 
who the person was who obtained the 
eértificate which was presented in 
court. Mike Kinney didn’t send me 
I have money of my own and am 
paying my Own bills. My last address 
was 800 South Sixth street. I am 42 
years old and have no occupation.” 

According to Brother Pius Egan, the 
man who obtained the certificate and 
whom “Kane” says he does not know, 
spent a half hour in conversation with 
the patient Monday, before requesting 
the certificate. The stranger said he, 
too, was a deputy constable under Mik 
Kinney, and that “Kane” was wante 
as a witness in some case. 

Forgery Is Charged. 

Dr. Gibbs and Brother Egan suspect 
that the certificate presented in court 
was a forgery because its wording was 
very different from the one supplied at 
the hospital. The one written by 
Brother Eagan read: 

“This is to certify that Thomas Kane 
is sick in this institution and under 
my professional treatment since Nov. 14. 
The nature of his sickness is rheumat- 
ic gout and he is unable to attend to 
his ordinary eccupations. Henry W. 
Gibbs, M. D., per Brother Pius Egan.”’ 

The certificate presented in. court 
read: ‘““‘This is to certify that Thomas 
Kane is a patient at this hospital and 
unable to appear in court. Henry W. 
Gibbs, M. D., per Brother Pius HDgan.’’ 

“The purpose of having a certificate 
signed here,” said Brother Egan, ‘‘may 
have been to insure our replying in 
the affirmative if anyone telephoned to 
ask whether such a certificate had been 
issued.”’

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Physicians Agree 
That Vaccination 
Shou'd Continue 


HYSICIANS | interviewed by 4a 
P . Post-Dispatch reporter Tuesday 
concerning the Dev Friend case 
were unanimous in declaring vaccina- 
tion of school children a necessity. 
Some of them advised that parents gave 
their children vaccine by family phy- 
sicians instead of leaying them to the 
care of the school vaccine corps. All 
agreed that the greatest care in dress- 
ing vaccination wounds is necessary. 
Some of the expressions were as fol- 
lows: 

Dr. Robert F. Amix: I never con- 
sent to vaccindte a person 
who will not promise to report 
to me at least once, to let me see 
the progress of the wound. If a per- 
son whom I have vaccinated neglects 
to caM again, i follow the case up. 
Too much stress cannot be laid on 
the necessity of care of such wounds. 
They should be kept covered with 
nonabsorbent bandages, and bound 
with gauze until a good, natural 
covering is formed. It is better to 
have vaccination done by family 
physicians as school physicians are 
unable to follow up cases. 

Vaccination Can’t Be Stopped. 

Dr, Jnames M. Buchanan: Vac- 
cination in the schools cannot be 
stopped because of one fatal case of 
tetanus. If vaccination were aban- 
doned in a few years smallpox would 
begin to break out in the schools. 
Nor can parents be left to attend 
to the matter through family physi- 
cians. In times when smallpox is 
‘Dr. George L. Kearney: An open 
wound is always liable to infection, 
‘and the best that can be done in 
cases of vaccination is to use the 
best possible points and protect the 
wounds with shields. The vaccine 
used in the schools is good and the 
fact that infections are very rare 
shows that the school authorities are 
doing about all that can be done. I 
think no physician of standing would 
advise that vaccination be discon- 
tinued. 

Should Go to Family Doctors. 

Dr. E. Magoon: Vaccination is 
necessary and should be required of 
school children, but parents shéuld 
send the children to family physi- 
Clans and not trust to the wholesale 
vaccinations in schools. Even though 
cases of tetanus may be rare, the use 
of the same instrument in scratching 
many arms is likely to transmit skin 
and blood diseases. 

Dr, H. A. Jones: Dust-proof cov- 

ering should be placed over chil- 
dren’s vaccine wounds. 1 am not fa- 
miliar with the dressing process fol 
lowed by the school vaccine physi- 
cians. .

Two fields suitable in every way for 
the international aeroplane contests were 
found in St. Louis County Tuesday by 
Albert Bond Lambert and approved 
by him. After exxamining the fields, 
Lambert stated that the organization of 
a stock company to bring the aeroplane 
contests to St. Louis will be undertaken 


immediately. 
One of the fields is three miles west 


of the city limits, on the’ Olive street 
road. It consists of a beautiful tract of 
ground, with a natural amphitheater at 
ene end. A track of one and one-half 
miles can easily be laid out within the 
field. 

The other field approved by Lam- 
ber lies between the two sections of 
Creve Coeur Lake. It is a mile wide and 
three miles long. 

Fred Essen, who is the principal stock- 
holder in the St. Louis, Creve Couer and 
Western Electric Railway Co., which 
owns a franchise in the county to build 
an electric line along the Olive street 
road from the city limfts to Creve Couer 
Lake, says that his conmpany will get 
to work immediately if either of thos 
fields is chosen and the international 
aeroplane contests arranged to be held 
on them. 

The inspection of the fields was made 
in a special trip arranged by Mr. Lam- 
bert. ' 

Essen,’ Lambert, Charles Gattner, a 
St. Louis lumber man and associate 


lin the electric line company with Essen, 


and a Post-Dispatch reporter made the 
trip out to inspect the fields in Mr. Lam- 

bert’s atto. Mr. Lambert. was en- 
thusiastic over the sites. He said he 


j preferred the field on the Oljve street 


road because of its nearness to the city. 

The belt line ternmiinal railway passes 
through this tract, and that with 
Essen's new road, would furnish trans- 
portation facilities, Lambert says. 
The Creve Coeur line of the United 
Railways Co. passes within one and 
one-half miles of the field. , 

Lambert has spent two months 
looking for a suitable field in which to 
hold the aeroplane contests. One of the 
principal objections to bringing the races 
to St. Louis has been tne lack of satis- 
factory grounds. Lambert thinks that 
with this question settled the Aero 
Club of St. Louis and the proposed new 
company will be able to capture the 
‘great aviation meet.

AID AT CHERRY 


State-Executive seiard Declares | 
System of Rescue Work 
Is Unsatisfactory. 


FIRE BLOCKING WAY 


It Will Be Several Days Now 
Before Workers Can Reach 
Lesired Chamber.

CHERRY, Il., Nov. 93—The State Ex- 
ecutive Board of the United Min? 
Workers of America has sent the fol- 
lowing telegram to GOV. Deneen: 

We request that you designate 
some one man to take charge of the 
rescue work of this mine. Practical 
miners stand ready to volunteer 
services to get to the bodies. Sys- 
tem here not satisfactory to us. 

DUNCAN McDONALD. 

Fire in the second gallery resulted to- 
day in heavy cavings of earth, block- 
ing rescue work to the east, the sec- 
tion where it was believed was the 
best chance of finding survivors. 

The passage is so badly blocked that 
it wil be impossible for many days to 
make an entrance. Meanwhile, men now 
alive may starve. The news spread 
gloom throughout the village, relieved 
only by the fairer prospects of explor- 
ing the 500-foot or bottom shaft. 

It is said the blockade in the entry to 
the east igs near the main shaft. As 
one caving followed another, endan- 
gering the lives of the workers, attempts 
to remove the debris were halted and 
efforts begun to hew a new passage 
through solid earth, around the fire and 
piles of earth. .- BS 

According to Duncan McDonald, pres- 
ident of the United Mine Workers of 
Illinois, this will take several days. 

“Does that mean that practically all 
hope of reaching the imprisoned men in 
the east workings has been abandoned, 
or practically so?’’ Mr. McDonald was 
asked. 


Hope of Rescues Held Out. 
The union official looked gloomy and 


did not answer directly. 

“We have hopes of rescues in the 500- 
foot level,’’ he said. 

At midnight boy miners had forced 
their way into the third vein, preparing 
the way for a rush of their comrades 
to the same vein today. They declared 
the, afr in the gallery stagnant, but 
capable of sustaining life, the water but 
a few inches deep, and all indications 
favorable to the prolonging of life to 
those imprisoned in the depth. 

The youths, Robert McFadden and 
Barney Dougherty, had scarcely emerged 
from the. shaft when tidings were 
spread that the fire in the second vein 
had broken out anew. 

All preparations for the further ex- 
ploring of the vein were halted while 
Chicago firemen attacked the blaze, 
which threatened the main shaft. The 
contest with the fire continued several 
hours, .uring which the rescuers threw 
themselves on cots, blankets or the floor 
of the boiler house to be awakened when 
all was réady for them to descend. 

After experiencing all the terrors of 
his long imprisonment and the joy of 
being brought to the surface alive, 
David Hollofchek, one of the 20 sur- 
vivors rescued Saturday, died today. 
Death was due to general exhaustion. 

Scores Believed to Live. 

That scores of men are alive in the 
lower level was the almost unanimous 
assertion of miners who listened to the 
story of McFadden and Dougherty’ The 
two penetrated 120 feet into the vein and 
shouted, but no response came. Then 
they hurried back to the cage. 

‘There is no reason why they shouldn't 
be alive,’’ said Dougherty. 

After learning that the lower shaft 
contained air not too impure to sustain 
life, the hope of those above was‘ in- 
creased. Merny reasons were advanced 
to show that the men still may be alive. 

“There is plenty. of water there,” said 
William A. Smith, one of the few miners 
in the vein to escape after the fire. 
“The air is endurable and there is 
plenty of corn in the mule stables. They 
have some of the shrewdest and nervi- 
est miners in the country down there. 
We'll find them barricaded and ready 
for another week’s wait when we reach 
them.’’ 


One Hope Proves Futile. 
The optimism of the miners was not 


shared by the company officials. 

“We failed to find living men where 
we were most certain of finuing them,”’ 
said Mine Superintendent Taylor. ‘‘They 
may be alive still, but I am afraid they 
are not.” 

The place meant by Supt. Taylor was 
the “overcast,’”’ an opening high above 
the floor level, into which it was be- 


lieved that neither water or black damp} 


would be found. The “overcast’? was 
empty. This in turn readily was ex- 
plained to the satisfaction of the more 
hopeful relatives of the missing men. 

“They couldn’t wall the ‘overcast’ 
in, but they could go back to the es- 
cape shaft and block in the escape 
run,”” it Was said. 

The “run” is a chamber about 80 feet 
long and about 12 feet high and wide. 
From it a door enters into the escape 


Shaft, the other entrance being from 
the third vein. 


Door Closed to Circalate Afr. ° 

“They could block the door up with 
loose earth in. 10 minutes,”’ said William 
Smith, “while there ts plenty of mate- 
rial about the other entrance to fill it 
in a few minutes.” 

The first act of McFadden and 
Dougherty, who descended in a small 
cage lowered 167 feet from the second 
level, was to shut a doors swinging 
open between the two shafts. The alr, 
which was passing from one opening 
to the other and not penetrating back 
to the limits of the shaft, was in this

desperate energy throughout the morn- 
ing to be rendy to meet them and hurry 
the weakened ones to fhe eurface. 
Staging Prevented Madness. 
William H. Clelland, who sang to the 
entombed miners, and who led them in 
prayer twice a day, is receiving letters 
from all parts of the country congratu- 
lating him for his great heroism. Many 
are from women. 
Clelland is a man of great modesty. 
“T am glad I got out of that hole with 
the rest of the boys,” he said. ‘‘Every 
one of the men showed splendid cour- 
age. That’s what got us through. If 
we had given up we would all have died. 
My singing? I don’t know whether the 
boys liked it or not. It was either listen 
to it or go crazy, so they listened.”

Physicians Say Woes of Alma 
Bell May Have Driven 
Her Insane, 


TRIAL NEAR ITS END 


Sympathizers With Accused 
Help to Pay Expenses 
of Defense. 


By Associated Press. 
AUBURN, Cal., Nov. 23.—Testifying in 


her own. behalf, Alma. Bell, the 


young mountain. girl, on trial for 
the murder ** Jose Armes, told the 
story of her relations with Armes, cov- 
ering a period of two years, and led 
up to the tragic sequel on ‘June 5 last, 
when she shot him to death,  be- 
cause of his refusal to keep an alleged 
promise to marry her, She said that 
her engagement with Armes had 
never been broken, but that he had 
repeatedly put off the promised mar- 
riage ceremony. 

Finally, a few days before the shoot- 
ing, he had cast her off, basing his ac- 
tion upon rumors that had reached him 
connecting her name with those of oth- 
er men. The witness denied that she 
had worn a revolver strapped to her 
knee or made threa against Armes 
prior to the tragedy. 

Experts Aid Defendant. 
Expert testimony introduced yesterday 
favored her four to one. 

Of five physicians called to answer a 
hypothetical question, tending to bear 
out the defense’s contention that the girl 
was temporarily insane when she shot 
and killed Armes) four answered that 
the circumstances were such as might 
tend to produce temporary insanity. 
The question was whether a young 
woman who believed that she was about 
to become a mother and who, after 
repeatedly asking her fiance to marry 
her in accordance with his promise, 
found herself cast off and rejected 
would not have been so wrought up 
as to lose her. reason temporarily, and 
in such a state of mind that she might 
shoot him. 

Case to Jury Tomerrow. 

It is believed the case will go to the 
jury Wednesday, at the latest. 

Miss Bell has received letters from 
persons in all parts of the country who 
have become*interested in her since her 
arrest. D,.. D. Walker, a millionaire, 
and formerly a merchant of St. Louis, 
sent money for her defense and gave 
hearty approval] of her action.

ROOSEVELT 
SAFETY VALUE 


Taft Rebukes Indianan Who 
Was Faucet for Predeces- 
sor’s Enunciations. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.+-President 
Taft has practically announced that he 
can get along without another of the 
Roosevelt institutions—the ready letter 


He has written a letter to William 
Dudley Foulke of Richmond, Ind., erst- 
while Civil Service Commissioner and 
member of the Roosevelt kitchen cabi- 
net. telling Mr. Foulke in the political 
vernacular of Indiana, “where to get 
off.”’ 

Mr. Foulke contracted, the habit of 
writing to President: Roosevelt on ques- 
tions of national importance and getting 
long replies, which were promptly given 
to the press. There were many ob- 
servers Of Roosevelt policies who be- 
lieved that Mr. Foulke was a conven- 
jence for President Roosevelt and to 
such persons Mr. Foulke became known 
to fame as “‘the ready letter writer.’’ 

The habit seems to have clung to the 
Indiana reformer. When President Taft 
returned from his Western trip, he 
found in his bulky correspondence a let- 
ter from William Dudley Foulke, ad- 
ministering to the President chastise- 
ment on account of Mr. Taft’s Winona 
speech. 

Mr. Foulke voiced his disappointment 
at the tone of the speech and mildly 
rebuked the President and conveyed 
with expressions of profound regret the 
feelings of other reformers because the 
President haa seen fit to part company 
with the so-called insurgents. 

Mr. Foulke reminded the President 
that he had been one of Mr. Taft’s ante- 
convention supporters, and. that, he de- 
clared, made his grief all the more 
poignant. 

President Taft replied to Mr. Foulke's*‘ 
letter. The correspondence is not avail- 
able at this time, ‘but a few visiting 
statesmen at the White House have 
read Mr. Foulke’s letter and ‘the Presi- 
dent’s reply. 

They are chortling over: it and it* is 
believed the President did not overlook 
the humor in the situation when he dis- 
pensed with the services of the “ready 
letter writer’? with a few strokes of his 
pen. It is understood -that Mr. Taft 
read Mr. Foulke a mild lecture on orl 
ethics. 

It. is certain thc: Mr. Taft dia not 
apologize for anything he had said or 
done and’ those who have an idea of 
what the letter contained say that the 
Richmond sage will find very ‘little com- 
fort for himself and his _ fellow in- 
surgents,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—Despite the 
reticence of the Department of Justice, 
it is known that the Government has 
taken up the thread. of investigation 
against the Electrical Trust where it 
had been temporarily dropped in the 
heat of the recent campaign. It was 
dropped by direction of the former At- 
torney-General and che former adminis- 
tration in response to the powerful po- 
litical influence which was exerted and 
notwithstanding the earlier resentment 
by Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Bonaparte of 
the attempt to stop the investigation 
by the offer of a $1,000,000 campaign 
contribution. 

The official records show that, al- 
though Mr. Bonaparte notified the trust 
inquisitors that no influence was to 
affect the work, matters were suspend- 
ed from the last of August until after 
the presidential election in November. 

This was because of the peculiar 
wording of instruction given by the 
Attorney-General to the inquisitors. His 
message was in part to this effect: 

“Press the investigation in the Elec- 
trical Trust without fear or favor. Get 
the big men of the Generali Electric 
and the Westinghouse concerns, if pos- 
sible, and pay no attention te the ef- 
forts of party leaders to divert you from 
your duty. s 

“But if there should be any more 


imperative ‘duty requiring your imme-/ 


diate attention you can attend to it, 
if it dees not require too long a time 
and in no wise interfere with the re- 
sult the department is after.”’ 

The investigation was suspended. 

Investigation Is Resumed. 

After the election of Taft the Inves- 
tigation was resumed, being directed 
against the Westinghouse, the General 
Electric, the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Co. and the Western Elec- 
tric Co. With all fear removed of the 
loss to Taft of the electoral votes of 
New York, Connecticut, Masschusetts 
and. Illinois, political pressure against 
the investigation abated. 

Among the few who appeared to feel 
no further interest in the was 
Charles F. Brooker, brass manufacturer 
and Republican National Committ 
from Connecticut. 

The Bureau of Corporations has 
tablished absolute connection between 
the ‘““‘Water Power Trust’’ and the Gen- 
eral Electric and the Westinghouse con- 
cerns, 

This information is available for the 
Department of Justice. Those who 


Thave reviewed it say the Government 


has a prima facie case against a 
monopoly which makes the Standard Oil 
Co. look like a collection of amateurs. 

The Bureau has found that 13 large 
concerns, of which the General Electric 
and the Westinghouse companies are 


ithe most important, own water-power 


plants and valuable water-power rights 
in various parts of the country. 

The Government has established to its 
own satisfaction the great community 
of interest existing between these con- 
cerns, and has on file the corporative 
title, the capitalization and the offi- 
cers and directors of each. 

The control of the General Electric is 
shown indirectly or through subsidiary 
corporations, or indicated by the ap- 
pearance of the names of certain in- 
dividuals connected with the General 
Electric. 

It is charged by the ‘Bureau of Cor- 
porations that the American Gas and 
Electric Co. not only controlled in 1908 
atleast nineteen lighting and gas plants 
throughout the country, but was in turn 
controlled by the Electric Bond and 
Share Co., a General Electric concern. 

Five great water power plants are ad- 
mittedly owned and controlled by the 
General Electric in addition te those 
ferreted out by the corporation investi- 
gators, who have proved to their own 
satisfaction fhat there are five other 
valuable plants in which the control by 
the General Electric or its subsidiary 
concerns is reasonably inferred.

The report thus contradicted was the 
only basis offered yesterday for doubt- 
ing that Capt. Furst had seen what he 
says Ne saw at San Juan.

It is the 
truth of these things that-we must find out before 
we can act rationally and consistently. The Mon- 
roe doctrine has no application. It is a case of 
protecting the lives and inflicting punishment for 
the deaths of American citizens. And to protect 
the lives of those now there and those who may 
go there hereafter, it is pertinent that a demon- 
stration of American strength be made. But with

The question is wider than clubdom. But what 
.lis foolish talk? 

Conversational tone depends entirely upon the 
quality of the conversers. The talk of men whose 
habitual thought is mean and trivial, and whose 
character is not matured by education and experi- 
ence, will be colored to correspond. Let the topic 
be large or little, the tone; the flavor, the attrac- 
tive graces will not be there. And on the other 
hand men with generous natures and larger equip- 
ment will put merit and interest into anything 
they touch. But of course such men prefer the 
wider interests as conversational matter.

Lord Lansdowne Claims for 
House of Lords Ordinate 
Power With Commons.

LONDON, Nov. 23.—The House 
Lords presented’ a scene of exceptional 
brilliance and animation when the Mar- 


quis of Lansdowne opened the. debate 
on his motion which, in effect, is to kill 
the budget passed by the House of Com- 
mons. The press of Tory peers was 80 
great that they overflowed on the Lib- 
eral benches, swamping the handful of 
nobles who support the Government, 
The peeresses were crushed together in 
their gallery, while at the doors they 
stood in clusters striving to get 4 
glimpse of the House. 
* For two hours before the galleries 
were opened, Duchesses, Marchionesses 
and other select persons waited patient- 
ly in line, and when admission was 
gained they made an undignified scram- 
ble for seats, in which. dresses were 
torn and elaborate hats knocked away. 
King Manuel of Portugal was a seri- 
ous counter attraction to Lord Lans- 
downe, to whose speech the youthful 
monarch listened with exemplary pa- 
ticnce, though he looked at his watch 
half a dozen times. The Portuguese 
Minister, the Marquis of Soveral, 
beside the King, pointing out notable 
English peers. Ut Manuel showed more 
interest when Soveral singled out nota- 
ble peeresses for his attention. 
Ambassador Reid and Secretary Car- 
ter had the best places in the Gipio- 
matic gallery. 

Lords Claim More Power. 
The debate, which will last three days, 
was dull, but contained two pronounce- 
ments of the gravest importance. Lord 
Lansdowne claimed for the Lords co- 
ordinate power with the Commons—to be 
consulted on questions of finance. Hith- 
erto their highest claim was to reject 
a finance bill if they disapproved of it. 
Lord Chancellor Loreburn declared 
that ne Liberal government can ever 
accept office egain unless provision is 
made against a repetitioh of the treat- 
Liberal bills in the 


of 


last four years. 
This means that either the Lords 
must consent to a limitation of their 
veto: power or the King must agree 
to create a sufficiency of peers to 
swamp the present permanent Tory ma- 
jority in the House of Lords. 
Lord Lansdowne quoted precedents to 
show that although the House of Lords 
cannot amend a finance bill, it has full 
right to discuss it and to throw it 
out if it so wills. 
“Besides,’’ he said, “the present bil] 
has tacked onto it legislation, such as 
land taxation and increased license du- 
ties, which the House of Lords has al- 
ready rejected and which has been 
placed in the bill with a view to oust- 
ing. the Lords from their legitimate op- 
portunity of dealing with these meas- 
ures. No self-respecting Second Cabi- 
net would tolerate such treatment. 
‘What is to prevent home rule from 
being introduced in the finance pil!” 


Unionists oppose license duties because 
they are crushing in their severity: the 
same applies to land taxes. The people, 
not having been consulted, have a clear 
duty, not to decree the final extinction 
of the bill, but to insist that before it 
becomes a law the country shall be 
allowed an expression of opinion. 
Ready to Face Consequences, 

“The Lords have carefully considered 
the consequences of the rejection of the 
bili and are ready to face them. 

Lord Loreburn replied: “There is noth- 
ing in the bill foreign to finance, with 
which the House of Commons has the 
exclusive right to deal. The attempt of 
the Lords to interfere is the beginning of 
a system which would lead to con- 
stitutional revolution, What is embod- 
jied in the bill is not new either in the 
United States or Germany, ana has 
been approved not only by the present, 
but by the late House of Commons.” 

After the Lord High Chancellor, many 
peers addressed the House, but interest 
waned.

PLOT TO POISON SIXTEEN 
OF HIS BROTHER OFFICERS 


If Found Guilty He Will Be Told 
to Commit Suicide and Avoid 
Army Scandal.

VIENNA, Novy. 23.—The War Minister 


has offered a reward of $400 for a clew 
to the person ot persons who tried to 
poison 16 officers recently promoted to 
be captains and attached to the general 
staff of the army. 

Every army officer and the newspa- 
pers are watching anxiously for the out- 
come of this attempt to kill some of the 
most capable young commanders in the 
army. 

It is believed that the man who at- 


}tempted the wholesale poisoning is him- 


self an Austrian army officer. If this 
suspicion proves true, a certain time 
will be given him in which to commit 
suicide. For the sake of the honor of 
the army, there will not be a court- 
martial. | 

Besides, it is whispered that the per- 
son who sent the poison belongs to a 
nation which is the historic foe of Aus- 
tria and which has shown a disposition 
recently to break her allegiance with 
this Empire. 

Opposed to this theory is the fact the 
postal authorities have discovered that 
of the 16 packages 12, were mailed in 
Vienna, three in Bohemia and one in 
Galicia. 

Bach package mailed contained a box 
of pills. The accompanying circular 
recommended the pills for nervous de- 
bility. Capt. Mader took one of the 
pills and died almost instantly. Chem- 
ical analysis proved that cyanide of po- 
tassium had been fatal to him. Al! the 
pills analyzed contained fatal doses of 
cyanide of potassium, prussic acid in 


combination, one of the quickest poisons 


known.
